NEW YORK, March 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Higher and higher runs the 
feeling.

He is re- 
solved that if we are to go to war this 
week or next, war shall come from 
Madrid and not from the Capitol. He 
is convinced that war is not good for 
the country under any circumstances, 
and is satisfied that war should be pre- 
vented at all hazards. Today Congress 
was inclined to give the President time 
to complete his diplomatic negotiations 
before taking radical action. The Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee de- 
cided to insist that the President shall 
make the Maine incident the most prom- 
inent feature in the Cuban matter, but 
to a man they agreed to postpone the 
completion of the committee’s work on 
the Cuban situation for a few days in 
order to afford time to the President 
‘to continue his “iplomatic negotiations 
with the Spanish authorities. This con- 
clusion was a result of the request 
made direct to members of the com- 
mittee by the President. Previous to 
this action on the part of the commit- 
tee, the President had been very 
frankly informed that neither commit- 
tee of the Senate would be disposed of 
acquiesce in any agreement for an ar- 
mistice. 

This opposition is understood to have 
been made clear on behalf of the joint 
Republican and Democratic steering 
committees of the Senate, and it is 
understood to have been met by the 
President with the response that this 
government would not press the mat- 
ter. The President freely admitted to 
all visiting Senators that negotiations 
with Spain were rapidly approaching a 
crisis, and said that he felt quite con- 
fident that a conclusion would be 
reached by Friday night at the latest. 
He asked that in view of this fact no 
action be taken by either house until 
after that time, so the present negotia- 
tions could be brought to a close. — 

Capt. Bradford, chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, was asked to supply the

WASHINGTON, March 30.—A wild 
and upfoarious scene occurred in the 
House today when Mr. Bailey, the 
Democratic leader, attempted to force 
the hand of the Republicans upon a 
proposition to overrule the Speaker and 
pass a résolution recognizing the inde- 


was he on-by the crowded gal- 
leries, but the members of the majority 
refused to support him. i 

Many of them sympathized with the 
purpose of the resolution, Mr. Hull, 
chairman of the Military Committee, 
going so far as to indorse the proposi- 
tion under the impression that it pro- 
vided for a declaration of war, but 
most of the radicals who yesterday 
were in favor of any sort of revolution- 
ary methcd, had been won over to the 
policy of sticking to the party organi- 
zation and refusing to do anything until 
the initiative came from their side. 

They were rallied by two of the 
leading advocates of armed interven- 
tion, and the Speaker himself, from 
the chair made an indirect appeal to 
his party associates to stand firm, at 
the same time intimating_that if their 
impatience was curbed a little longer 
they would have the vpportunity they 
coveted, When the vote was taken, only 
two Republicans, Messrs. Atcheson and 
Robbins of Pennsylvania, breke from 
the party lines. About a dozen more 
sat in their seats and refused to vote. 

The scene throughout was most 
dramatic, and the members and spec- 
tatcrs in the galleries were wrought up 
to a high pitch of excitement. Several 
times. later -iathe--day, during the 
consideration of the Naval Bill, when- 
ever the Cuban question was broached, 
the members swarmed around the 
Speaker and the galleries cheered. 
This was especially the case when Mr, 
Cummings of New York spoke. Me. 
Boutelle, who objected to a request for 
extension of his time, was hissed. 

The only important action on the 
Naval Bill today Was the refusal of 
the ehair to sustain a point of order 
against the provision for a floating steej 
dock at Algiers, La.

March At 
the opening session of the House 
today, Mr. Bailey, the Demo- 
cratie leader, presented, as a 
matter of privilege a resolution recoge- 
nizing the independence of Cuba. A 
perfect whiriwind of applause over- 
whelined the House from the galleries. 
Mr. Boutelle made a point of order 
against it, and Mr. Bailey, in speake 
ing to the point of order, declared that 
he had no desire to raise disorder in 
the House. He believed he had the 
right to make it. The greatest confu- 
sion and excitement prevailed. 

Mr. Bailey said the House had @ 
right to decide this question and ac- 
cept the -responsibility. He cited a 
precedent im the Fifty-third Congress, 
when, on a similar question, the 
Speaker of the House and the Repub- 
licans all voted against the ruling of 
Speaker Crisp, holding that the Ha- 
walian resolution offered by Mr. Bou- 
telie, while in order, must go to the 
committee, and was not privileged 
for immediate consideration. The 
Democrats and the galleries repeatedly 
applauded. 

Mr. Boutelle replied, detailing the 
circumstances of the precedent, but 
contending that the ruling was erfo- 
neous.

for a decision the confusion became fo 
great that Mr. Simpson. (Pop.) of Kan- 
sae raised «a laugh when he made the 
point of order that the Speakers re- 
concentrados were out of order, 

Mr. Hopkina, who presided at the 
meetine of the RepuPiicans last even- 
ing, supported the point of order made 
‘on the Batley resolution. He claimed 
it was not a question of personal 
privilege, or one that affected the 
House. It simply called for an expres- 
sion as to the patriots in Cuba. The 
resolution should go to a committee 
He was not willing to be carried off 
hie feet to overturn the rules of the 
House. He hoped that the Republicans 
would take the same view. 

“When.” asked @ Republican mem- 
ber when the chair announced that he 
was ready to rule, and Mr. Bailey said 
his side wae ready. The chair made a 
long decision, queting precedents. 
Many Senators came over and listened 
to the debate. Speaker Reed said the 
question of war and independence did 
not constitute a question of privilege, 
and would not, he thought, at any 
time, except In times of great excite- 
ment. 

The Speaker sustained the point of 
order, and Mr. Batley appealed from 
the ruling. Speaker Reed, after the ap- 
peal, stated that he had no doubt that 
the ends which were sought to he ar- 
rived at in the reseélution would be ge- 
cured in an honorable and satisfactory 
manner. 

Mr. Bailey said 
doubt that the ends which were sought 
to be arrived at In the resolution would 
be secured in an honorable and satis- 
factory manner. Mr. Bailey said that 
he had no doubt that the remark was 
intended to stiffen the backbone of the 
Republican members. On laying the 
appeal on the table, the standing vote 
showed 178 to 187. No Republican was 
seen voting in the negative. — 

The roll call followed amid the great- 
est confusion. The parties were solidly 
aligned as in the standing vote. On 
roll call the appeal was laid on the 
table, 179 yeas to 139 nays. The reso- 
lution which was offered by Mr. Bailey 
is as follows: 

“Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, that the heroic 


struggle of the Cuban people against 


the force of arms and the horrors of 
famine has shown them worthy to be’ 
free; and, 
“Second, the United States hereby 
recognizes the republic of Cuba as an 
independent state.” 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—In the 
House the storm broke today imme-_ 
diately after the reading of the jour- 
nal, when Mr. Bailey, the Democratic 
leader, demanded recognition as a mat- 
ter of privilege, and offered a resolu- 
tion. A profound sensation followed. 
Members rose en masse all over the 
House. No one knew what the resolu- 
tion contained, but all knew that it 
related to the all-absorbing topic of 

Cuba. 

Mr. Evans (Rep.,) of Kentucky in- 
terposed to declare that a pension 
bill coming over from ,Jast night was 
in order, and amid intense excite- 
ment the Speaker, with white, stern 
face, held that the regular order was 
the consideration of the pension bill, 
which he directed the clerk to read. 

While it was being read, Mr. Bailey 


requested that the resolution be sent 


back to him. As soon as the pension 


bill was passed he was again on his 


feet demanding recognition. 

Mr. Boutelle, chairman of the Nava) 
Affairs Committee, was also calling 
for recognition, and the Speaker rec- 
ognized him, pausing amid the clamor 
and confusion to inform Mr. Bailey 
calmly that his rights would be re- 
spected. 

Mr. Boutelle then moved that the 
House go into committee of the whole, 
and resume the consideration of the 
Naval Appropriation Bill. 

“Pending that motion,” announced 
the Speaker, “the gentleman from 
Texas states he desires to present a 
privileged question. The gentleman 
will state it.” 

Mr. Bailey then offered his resolu- 
tion for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. The reading was 
listened to amid silence profoundly 
impressive, and at tts conclusion cheer 
after cheer was given from the gal- 
leries and the floor. 

The Republican side was ominously 
silent. The Speaker rapped vigorously 
for order, and warned the galleries 
that no demonstrations would be al- 
lowed. 

Mr. Boutelle immediately made the 
point of order that the resolution was 
not privileged, and updn that Mr. 
Bailey demanded to be heard. He called 
attention to the fact that in the 
Fifty-third Congress, when Mr. Crisp 
was Speaker. Mr. Boutelle, who now 
made the point of order that this reso. 
lution was not privileged, presented a 
resolution of a similar character re- 
lating to Hawaii, which the Speake: 
held was privileged, ‘but must go to u 
committee. Against that latter ruling 
an appeal was taken, and the whole 
Republican side had voted against 
tabling the appeal.

subject, I voted according to my rights 
and voted against it.

While the situation here is 
outwardly of the calmest description 
the actual position of affaiee rp- 
garded as critical by both the United 
States Legation and the fnanish gov- 
ernment. The United States Min'ster, 
Gen. Stewart Woodford, is working en- 
ergetically for and will continue to 
work energetically for Spain's peace 
until the firet gun is fired. It ie known 
that the Spanish government admits 
the desirability or necese'ty of comply- 
ing with the demands of the United 
States, and it was only the disinclina- 
tion of the Ministers to put this will- 
ingness in concrete form that the dan- 
ger lies. If a conference were to be 
held with British, German or French 
diplomats, the nvatter would be set- 
tled without question. 
The point which Gen. Woodford is 
now pressing is that in the interests 
of humanity, hostilities in Cuba must 
cease immediately. No date was fixed 
either in the first or in the present 
note, but the United States is now 
dwelling upon the word “immediately” 
and insisting that Spain accept its gen- 
eral interpretation. The public gener- 
ally is taking little apparent interest 
in the situation, but there is a general 
disinclination to believe that war is 
likely. 

A dispatch from Barcelona says that 
the armed steam yacht Giralda, pur- 
chased by the Spanish government 
from Harry McCalmont, the English 
racehorse-owner, after the vessel had 
been rejected by the United States, is 
now being fitted up as a dispatch boat. 
El Pais says four warships have been 
obtained by Spain in France, and that 
negotiations are pending for the pur- 
chase of several torpedo boats in Great 
Britain. El Pais also says that orders 
have been issued to mobilize all the 
Spanish warships, and that the tor- 
pedo boat Halcon is to sail immediately 
from Carthagena for Cadiz, where a 
gecond torpedo squadron is being pre- 
pared. 

Military engineers are starting for 
the Canary Islands and the Balearic 
Islands are being fortified. Italy, it is 
said by El Pais, has decided to sell the 
armored cruiser Guiseppe Garibaldi of 
6840 tons, and wel] armored, a sister 
ship of the Varez, to Spain. Two regi- 
ments still, according to El Pais, are 
going to the Canary Islands to 
strengthen the Spanish garrison there. 

The Armstrongs’s Spanish agent, a 
Spaniard who is in touch with the gov- 
ernment and commercial people in 
Spain, has expressed the belief that 
unless the powers intercede there will 
be war. He eadded: “If the United 
States offered money for our clearing 
out of Ciiba we could not accept, but if 
the proposition emanated from another 
power, it is not unlikely that it would 
be accepted.” 

This view of the case is echoed by a 
portion of the Spanish press, which ad- 
vises Spain to wash her hands of Cuba. 

Sefior Artiz de Sarato, a prominent 
former Carlist Deputy, who has just 
been defeated at Vittori, expresses the 
opinion that there would be no war, 
saying: “We have neither ships, sail- 
ors, soldiers, plans, nor money and 
the government knows it. It will strug- 
gle to the last end, then cave in.” 

Sefior Sarato, who was recently at 
Cadiz, says the Spanish warships Pe- 
layo and Carlos V, which the govern- 
ment announced ready for sea cannot 
possibly be made ready sooner than in 
two months.

DRAWING NEAR 


Hieans went to the White House to con- 
fer with the President and to express 
to him their hope that something might 
be promised which would relieve the 
strained situation. The sessurance of 
the President wae given to these mem- 
bers that by Friday night at the latest 
something definite could be expected. 

The Senate committee had an after- 
hoon seasion, at which Capt. Bradford, 
the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment 
of the Navy, presented his knowledge 
of the relative etrength of the Spanish 
and United States navies. This proved 
only incidental to the main subject 
under discussion, which was the value 
of the tsland of ®t. Thomas or some 
other point in the West Indies for a 
naval station. 

The situation at the Capitol is one 
of waiting expectancy. Senators and 
Representatives are willing to give the 
President an opportunity to carry out 
his plane, but there is impatience to 
have these plane, and many say they 
well not delay action too long. 

It was stated today in a high dip 
matic quarter that the Spanish v- 
ernment, within the last ten days, had 
addressed a note to the great powers 
of Europe, fully setting forth the 
grave aspect of the controversy with 
the United Stetes, and at least infer- 
entially suggesting that the time was 
now opportune for European influences 
to be exerted. It is said that this note 
led to the utterance of Premier Hano- 
taux in the French Chamber last Sat- 
urdey. and has been the cause of ac- 
tivity at European capitals within the 
last few days in connection with Span- 
ish-American affairs. Up to the present 
time, however, no actual step toward 
mediation or intervention has been 
taken by any foreign power, although 
that France 
stands ready to take the initiative if 
there is the slightest evidence that the 
United States government . wit view 
such a move with favor. . 

The French Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, M. Cambon, has received no 
definite instructions directing him to 
tender the good offices of France. At 
the same time, the Ambassador, tak- 
ing the cue from the remarks of Pre- 
mier Hanotaux, has called on Judge 
Day and has said that if this govern- 
ment at any time feels that the French 
government can aid in averting the 
present crisis and in maintaining peace, 
he has no doubt that France will 
readily undertake to exert such good 
offices as will be acceptable to both 
powers. This, as stated, Is not a formal 
tender of the French government, for 
as yet the French Ambassador has re- 
ceived no positive instructions, but it 
clearly Indicates the tendency and wil- 
Mingness of France to act as mediator 
in the present emergeticy at any mo- 
ment. 

It is probable that the suggestions 
have not taken a more formal form, 
owing to the delicate character of such 
overtures. A tender of good offices is 
one of 
when all other means of averting war 
seem to be at an end. There is addi- 
tional difficulty from the fact that when 
two nations are involved in a crisis 


_ @ny external influence may be resented 


as an intrusion. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the French authorities are 
fully conscious of these delicate and 
difficult phases ,and that no step will 
be made unless it is clearly apparent 
in advance that the United States de- 
sires the friendly offices of other na- 
tions. 

The Spanish government has ear- 
nestly hoped within the last week that 
some of the European powers, and 
more likely Austria or France, would 
take the initiative without waiting to 
consult the desires of this government. 
This hope has proved vain, however, 
and it is said today on high authority 
that recent negotiations in Europe have 
disclosed positively that while the sym- 
pathy of some of the continental pow- 
ers was toward Spain, no one of them 
stood ready to espouse her cause by 
mediation or by arms. 

Most has been expected of Austria, 
owing to the dynastic relations be- 
tween Austria and Spain. Up to the 
present time, however, Austria has not 
felt ready to take the initiative. The 
feports from Vienna last night that 
the Austrian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Count Goluchowski, had in- 
structed the Austrian represenfative at 
Washington to codperate in the steps 
to be taken by ‘France are not borne 
out by any actual developments which 
have thu nb occurred here. 

The Austrian Minister has not been 
@t the State Department the present 
week, nor have any suggestions in this 

ine heen received by the State Depart- 

ment from him. It is a passing coin- 
cidence that the French Ambassador, 
the Austrian Minister and the Spanish 
Minister are more closely associated 
together than any other diplomats in 
the corps. 

The greatest secrecy prevails in many 
of the bureaus of the War and Navy 
departments in regard to the various 
projects of defense and naval move- 
ments now going on, and the officials 
in many cases positively refuse to make 
public steps that have been determined 
upon. 

The most notable instance of the 
kind, probably, is in the Navy Depart- 
ment, where Capt. Crowninshield of 
the Bureau of Navigation has issued an 
order forbidding subordinates to make 
public any information, except on per- 
mission from himself. The order is as 
follows: 

“Officers, clerks, and all employés of 
the bureau are forbidden to make pub- 
lic any information concerning the 
movements of ships, orders to officers 
or other official business of the bureau, 
except they have personal and explicit 
information from me.”

HOUSE REVOLT CHECKED.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispath.] The Republican revolt 
in the House was held in check today 
by promises that there should be 
speedy action on the Cuban question, 
and that the House should find expres- 
sion in a proper and orderly way. The 
promise of action first came from the 
White House. The President stated to 
the Senators and members with whom 
he conferred this morning that he ex- 
pected a satisfactory reply from Spain 
by Thursday, and that action one way 
or the other would then be determined.

WOODFORD REPURTS, 


SAGASTA COULD NOT MAKE REPLY 
BEFORE THURSDAY. 

The Minister's Message to the Presi. 
dent Gives the Latter Hope of

WASHINGTON, March 30. — The 


President received this morning 
a cablegram from Minister Wood-

No definite 
conclusion was reached, as the Minis- 
ter desired to place the matter under 
consideration before the Queen Regent 
and the other members of the minis- 
try. The conference was adjourned un- 
til tomorrow (Thursday.) 

Although Mr. Woodford does not give 
any details of what transpired at the 
meeting, yet his message is very hope- 
ful in tone and gives the President 
hope that a final settlement of the 
question at issue may be determined 
at tomorrow's conference. The main 
question discussed at the meeting yes- 
terday between Minister Woodford and 
Premier Sagasta is known to have 
been the prompt. cessation of hostilities

The exact lines upon which Minister 
Woodford is at work for the final set- 
tlement of the Cuban question can be 
stated as receiving a number of sug- 
gestions from this government as_ to 
what would be acceptable to it.

A SAILOR’S FUNERAL. 


Pittsburgh and Allegheny Unite to 
Do Honor to Jenkins.

PITTSBURGH, March 30.—The cities 
of Pittsburgh and fllegheny united to- 
day in a loyal and patriotic spirit and 
paid the highest civic and military hon- 
ors to the remains of Lieut. F. W.

COLUMBIA BEFOGGED.

“THAT WESTWARD FLEET. 


Considerable Speculation Indulged 
in Concerning Its Purpose. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—There 
was the usual number of callers at the 

State, War and Navy departments to- 


| day to interview the officials regarding 


developments in the Cuban situation 
and for the transaction of numerous 
items of business which have been 
brought to the fore as a result of the 
preparations for war that are rapidly 
going on. 

A matter that caused a good deal of 
excitement around the corridors and 
among the officials was the information 
of the departure westward of a for- 
midable Spanish fleet of three vessels. 
Naturally there was a disposition to 
criticise the action of Spafn in this par- 
ticular, in view of the many peace 
protestations that have been made by 
that country, and such action was re- 
garded as anything but a friendly 
movement. 

The information of the sailing of the 
Spanish fleet was contained in a dis- 
patch to the State Department from 
United States Minister Woodford at 
Madrid. The ships sailed from Carthe- 
gena, a Spanish naval station on the 
Mediterranean, and, according to the 


“Minister’s dispatch, they were headed 


“westward.” This, it is said, is un- 


doubtedly the most formidable array 


of vessels that has departed from Spain 
in this direction during the present 
crisis, and the presumption generally 
held by the Navy Department officials 
is that they are headed ultimately for 
Havana, and will be first heard of at 
the Canaries. 

The fleet is composed of two armored 
cruisers of the second class, under the 
convoy of a formidable torpedo-boat 
destroyer. The names of the cruisers 
are the Infanta Maria Teresa, a sister 
ship of the Vizcaya, which visited New 
york preliminary to her trip to Ha- 
vana, where she now, is, and the Cris- 
tobal Coion. The former is built of 
Steel; is 364 feet over all, 65 feet beam, 
and has a displacement of 6890 tons, 
with a mean draft of 21.6. Her speed 
is put. down as slightly over twenty 
knots an hour. The Chistobal Colon is 
328 feet long and 59.8 feet beam. She is 
of 6840 tons displacement, and has a 
speed of twenty knots, 
are heavily armored. The torpedo-boat 
destroyer -Destructor is a formidable 
specimen, of about 400 tons displace- 
ment, and capable of excellent service. 

As stated in these dispatches, the 
Navy Department has had in view the 
acquisition of a coaling station in the 
West Indies. The government is now 
without any coaling station in any 
foreign country of any importance, a 
matter of considerable rezre+ among 
naval officials. Ever since the trouble 
with Spain has been threatened, Chief 
Bradford of the Bureau of Equipment 
has been looking over the field very 


carefully, and has indicated to Sec- 
retary Long several desirable places 
in the West Indies Where excelient. 


harbors exist which, in his judgment 
might be acquired by the government. 
One of these locations was the island 
of St. James, a Danish possesssion, 
where, it is said, the facilities for the 
establishment of a coaling station are 
admirable. Secretary Long has recog- 
nized the force of Bradford’s argu- 
ments and representations, and has 
laid the matter before the State De- 
partment officials with a view to the 
acquisition of St. Thomas. It is said 
at the Navy Department that no pur- 
chase of the island has yet been con- 
summated, but that negotiations are 
under way. The Associated Press an- 
nounced last week that the island of 


Nassau would not be selected, but 
that the tendencies were toward the 
Danish island, which could be pur- 


chased for a considerable sum.

It is reported that the terms of sct- 
tlement, if accepted by Spain; will al- 
low Cuba to purchase her independ- 
ence. 

The Spanish warships Infanta, Marie 
Theresa, and Cristobal Colon, and the 
torpedo-boat destroyer Destructor, 
leave Carthagena, supposedly for 
Porto Rico. 

The President requests Congress to 
postpone action until Monday, to give | 
Spain time to reply to his ‘“ultima- 
tum.” 

Representative Campbell of Illinois 
and Broussard of Louisiana, announce 
their intention to resign their seats in 
Congress and to raise regiments in the 
event of war. 

The plan for the purchase of Cuban 
independence is under serious consiu- 
eration at Madrid.

There is in reality Wut one way in 
which war between the United States 
be averted, and that 
is by the acquiescence of Spain in the 
inevitable. The only real question as 


between war and peace is this: Will 
Spain evacuate Cuba without a 
tight? That Spain will be compelled 


to give up Cuba may be set down as 
a certainty. ‘If she chooses to with- 
draw without armed resistance, there 
will be no war. Even at this juncture 
Spain can probably secure from Cuba 
a liberal cash consideration as the 
price of Cuban freedom. If she sees 
fit to repudiate an agreement of this 
kind, and to resort to foree, she will 
not only lose the price which Cuba 
would pay for freedom, but will ineur 
the enormous expense of a war with 
the United States, coupled with the 
certainty of being obliged, in the end, 
to pay a heavy war indemnity to this 
country, among the items of which 


will be a good round sum for the de-| 


struction of our battleship Maine. In 
any event, Spain cannot retain Cuba, 
and the sooner she recognizes this fact 
the better for all concerned. 

These days of suspense are making 
history. The issue of peace or war 
must very soon be decided, and the 
decision rests principally with Spain. 
The temper of the American people 
end of their representatives in Con- 
gress, is such that the determination 
of the issue cannot long be deferred. 
A few days, at the farthest, must de- 
cide the question... In the mean time, 
Spain may as well prepare to’ with- 
draw her troops from Cuba, for she 
will be compelled to do so in the near 
future, whether peace or war be the 
outcome of the existing crisis.

Individuals*i« so remote as hardly to 


be worth considering. But whether 
it was the work of individdala or of 
Spanish agents, Spain may reasonably 
be held reeponsible for the diaaater. 
The ascertained facts of the ease are 
such as to warrant us in demanding 
an indemnity. Would it not have 
heen more logical for our government, 
upon receiving the report of the court 
of inquiry, to have demanded at once 
an indemnity from Spain, and upon 
refusal to have declared the blowing 
up of the battleship an act of war? 
This would have opened the way to the 
inclusion of the whole Cuban queer- 
tion in the issues to be determined. 
While the final outeome would, per- 
haps, have been substantially the same 
as that of the course which now 
seems inevitable, would we not have 
reached a conclusion by a more logical 
method? 

In the destruction of the Maine, we 
have a tangible, direct and definite 
cause for war. While we may be fully 
justified, on broad humanitarian 
grounds, in interfering to etop the 
atrocious warfare in Cuba by reason 
of our geographical nearness to the 
island, and our close relations thereto, 
our duty in the premises is hardly. of 
so direct and positive a nature as it 
is in the case of the Maine. The deck of 
the battleship, in whatever waters it 
lay afloat, was United States territory, 
and the destruction of the vessel con- 
stituted, in fact,’an invasion of that 
territory, which it is our duty as a 
sovereign nation to resent and repel. 

However this may be, the situation 
is as it is, and it is now too late to 
revise our action. The crisis must be 
faced as it exists, not as ‘it might have 
been. 
forgotten. It will play an important 
part of the final reckoning to which 
Spain must come before ‘her account 
with the “Yankee nation” is closed.

COMPETITION AMONG PACKERS. 


Indians Complain of Whites and the 
latter eof Tramways, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 
DYEA (Alaska,) March 21.--(Via Se- 
attle, Wash., March %.] The white 
packers at the summit to the numer 
of several hundred Save driven off the 
Indian packers, Who have veen pack- 
ing goods here every summer for years, 
“Chileoot Jack,” one of the Indians, 
has appealed to Gov. Brady for protec- 
tion from the white men. fhe Gover- 
nor referred him to Weputy biarshal 
Cudihee first, and instructed, him that 
if the Marshal failed to give bim the 
desired pruoiection, he should then ap- 
peal to Col. Anderson, It is understood 
that Col. Anderson will not tolerate 
any such action by the white men, 

even if they are American citizens, 

The price for packing from the scales 
to the summit is 2 cents a pound at 
present. There is a perfect stream of 
men going up with packs on their 
backs. As soon as a man iifts his 
foot, another man puts jis in the track, 
Packers make from $6 to $15 per day. 

‘The Burns hoists are working--one by 
horse power and one by sieam. The 
Dyea-Klondike Company has just got 
its aerial tramway in operation. Other 
proposed tramways are not yet com- 
pleted. The Burns hoists only run from 
the scales to the summit and the Dyea- 
Klondike Company from a short dis- 
tance below the scales to: the summit. 
Threats are heard that if the tramway 
companies get to working too soon, the 
packers will take measures to stop 
their work, as the successful operation 
of the tramway throws practically all 
the packers out of work. 

Over a hundred teams came in the 
past week, and joined the crowd that 
has been employed at unloading the 
scows and hauling the freight to Sheep 
Camp. The price of hauling from Dyea 
to Sheep Camp dropped during the 
week from 3 cents to 2 cents a pound. 

It fluctuates according to the condi- 
tion of the roads and the demand. 
Teams have been making from $60 to 
$100 a day for several weeks, and many 
tons are yet piled up awaiting forward- 
ing. The price for hauling freight 
taken from Dyea to Lake Bennett has 
been in the neighborhood of 10'% cents 
a pound. A large number of men have 
been taking their own outfits up the 
trail. either by their own muscle or by 
dogs, horses, oxen or goats. 

Every one is apprehensive that the 
road in the cafion will give out any day 
when teaming with horse sleds or, in 
fact, with any sleds wil! have to be 
abandoned in the cafion, and the trail 
resorted to. Prices will be advanced 
then ‘some 4 or 5 cents, at least, per 
pound. It is estimated that the ice in 
the cafion cannot last more than ten 
or twelve days, if the present mild 
weather continues, 


Medicinal

The acid of the pineapple and of the 
red-seeded pomegranate (ihe sweet 
pomegranate is amber) are considered 
beneficial in diphtheria and in croupy 
affections of the throat.

THE PENSION ROLL, 


Nearly One Million People Drew 
Money Last June. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, March 30.-—In send- 
ing to Congress a deficiency estimate of 
$8,070,872 for pensions for this year, Sec- 
retary Bliss made an interesting state- 
ment on the general subject of pen- 
sions up to date. Secretary Bliss says: 
“On the first of July, 1897, there was 
available $140,000,000 for the payment 
of army and navy pensions; $4,000,000 
of this was set apart for navy pensions, 
leaving $136,000,000 for payment of army 


pensions. The total number of pet- 
sioners on June 30, 1897, were 976,014 
while on the 2&th of February, 1898, 


there were 989,613 on the rell, a net in- 
crease of 13,599. | 

‘But on later dates there was dis- 
bursed for the payment of army pen- 
sion $95,370,872, leaving the sum of $40,- 
629.127 for the payment of pensions to 
the end of the present fiscal year. The 
Commissioner of Pensions estimaies 
that $48,700,000 will be required for the 
payment of pensions during the re- 
maining four months of the fseal year, 
more than $8,000,000 in excess of tre 
unexpended appropriation.”

INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Fireman Hufman’s Neck Broken in 
Collision Nenr French Camp.

STOCKTON, March 30.—William 
Huffman, second eldest son of C. H. 


Huffman, a San Francisco capitalist 
and formerly a well-known farmer of 
Merced county, was instantly killed at 
4:30 o'chock this afternoon in a collision

French Camp, four miles from this 
city. 


Three passengers were hurt in the ac- 
cident, but none seriously. They were 
Fred A. Grimm, a traveling man from 
Ohio, cut by glass; J. A. Reynolds, ad- 
juster for the Royal Insurance Com- 
pany, stationed at San Francisco, hurt 
in the back; A. C. Burnett, fireman on 
the steamer Mary Garrett, running: be- 
tween Stockton and San Francisco, dis-.

Engineer H. C. Hahn of the Fresno 
fiver train, with whom Young Huft- 
man was running as fireman, Was se- 
verely cut in the right side, but not 
seriously injured. C. Cleveland, the 
Wells-Fargo messenger on the fiyer, 
was slightly hurt. ’ 

The collision was caused by the be- 
Wwilderment of Fireman R. P. Stevens, 
who was running with Engineer Hat- 
field on a loose engine on its way from 
Sacramento to Oakland. He threw a 
switch wrong and how he did it is only 
accounted for by the: fact that he lost 
his head. The loose engine ran down 
-o the side track at French Camp sev- 
eral minutes ahead of the time for the 
Fresno fiver for this city to reach that 
| point, and went in on the sidetrack. 

Stevens opened and closed the switch 
and while Engineer Hatfield was en- 
gaged in oiling his engine, the fireman 
went off to the side of the track and 
returned. just as the last passenger 
came along. He became cecn- 
fused and just as the passenger engine 
was within forty or fifty feet of the 
switch, he opened it and let the pas- 
senger train in directiy onto his own 
engine. 

Engineer Hatfield saw the collision 
coming and jumped out of the way. 
Engineer Hahn and Fireman Huffman 
could not escape if they had tried, the 
eollision followed so quickly. The fire- 
man was caught between the cab and 
the tender and his neck was broken. 
The engineer was also caught, but not 


seriously hurt. The engines Were tel- 
escoped and badly wrecked, one of 
them being thrown over the embank- 
ment.

Cattle Tarned into Growing Felds. 
Southern Stock Shinved Nerth.

STOCKTON, March 30.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The price of feed has 
reached such high figures that many 
of the farmers in San Joaquin Valley 
have turned their stock on their grow- 


ring wheat, which will not mature owing 


to scarcity of rain, instead of buying 
barley or hay for feed. ‘Young wheat 
makes excellent grazing, and as some 
of it is so yellow and parched that it 
will soon be useless, the owners have 
decided to make feed of it immediately. 
The crops on the west side of San 
Joaquin River are in such a eondition 
that most of the grain will probably 
be used for feed, and several sections 
up the valley, which were visited with 
light rainfalls, will share the same fate. 
In the vicinity.of Collegeville, grain is 
suffering, and as fast as th2 farmers 
see that they cannot save their e«rops, 
the stock will eat it. Some of it will 
probably make hay and. of course it 
will be preserved. 
The stock in Southern California is 
being shipped north to keep it from 
starving. Several large shipments have 
been sent to this county and to tne 
vicinity of Merced, while other lots 
have gone to Inyo county. FPasture 
lands along the San Joaqjuin. Sacra- 
mento and Mokelumne rivers are being

of cattle and horses are being fed there.

Poultry Experiments, 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] Bulletin 
No. 51 of the: Utah experiment station 
contains the record of some poultry 
experiments extending over a full year. 
There were nine pens, for which the 
feeding was identical,the fowls differing 
in breeds, age and amount of exercise. 
The yield of eggs per fowl varied in 
the different pens from 64 to 182 for the 
year. Any of our readers can obtain 
a copy of the bulletin by addressing 
the director of the experiment staticn, 
Logan, Utah. The following, however, 
is a summary prepared by the au- 
thor of the bulletin: 7 

‘First—There is litéle profit in keeping 
hens three and four years oid at the 
market price of food and egys in Utah. 
The profit in feeding young hens or 
pullets, was six times greater than in 
feeding old hens three and four years 
old. This conclusion does not apply 
to two-year-old hens and hens more 
than four years old. : 

Second—-Leghorn pullets hatched in 
April. gave better fesults than thcse 
hatched in late May. The profit was 
about one and a half times greater 
from the April hatched than from the 
May hatched. . 

Third—The exercised pens, 4. 5 and 6, 
produced twenty-six eggs per fowl 
more than the pens without exervise, 
1, 2 and 3. 

Fourth—The three exercised pens 
produced eggs at a food cost of 5.3 
cents per dozen; the pens without ex- 
ercise at a food cost of 6.5 cents per 
dozen. 

Fifth—The three exercised pens av- 
eraged a profit per fowl during ihe year 
of 84 cents; the nonexercised pens 56: 
cents. 

Sixth—Pen 1, representing egg pro- 
duction under the most unfavorable 


conditions, except as to ration fed, 
cleared 2% cents per fowl during the 


year on the cost of food. Pen 4, repre- 
senting egg production under the most 
favorable conditions, cleared during the 
vear $1.26 per fowl; this would have 
been increased considerably had the 
eggs laid before the experiment began 
heen counted:-In-the- one case there was 
a profit on feed of 5 per cent.; in the 
other .203 per cent. 

Sevyenth—Exercise had no apparent 
influence on the weight of the fowl: the 
lack of exercise did not add to the 
weight of the fowl. 

Kighth—The non-exercised pens pro- 
duced eggs weighing about 3 per cent. 
more than the exercised pens. 

Ninth—The eggs produced by the old 


Leghorn hens weighed about 5le per 
cent. more than those produced by the 


Leghorn pullets. 


Tenth—The eggs produced by the 
light Brahma pullets weighed 11% per 


cent. more than those produced by the 
Leghorn pullets. 

Seventh—The barred Plymouth Rock 
pullets’ eggs averaged about the same 
as those of the Leghorn pullets. 

Twelfth—In two out of three pens 
exercise preduced a larger consump- 
tion of food. 

‘hirteenth—The exercised pens made. 
a better use of the food than those 
without exercise. It required 22 per 
cent. less food to produce a dozen of 
eres with exercise than without it. The 
results are strongly conclusive that ex- 
ereise aids digestion and assimilation 
of food.- The chief value of exercise, 
therefore, seems to be in preventing a 
waste of food. 

Fourteenth—Exercise apparently re- 
duced the percentage of fertility in the 
ers. 

Fifteenth—The percentage of fertility 
was highest with the early-hatched 
nullets and lewest with the old hens, 
though the results are not conclusive. 

Sixteenth—The fertility of the eggs 
averaging five days old was 300 per 
cent. higher than that of eggs averag- 
ing twenty-two days old. 

Seventeenth—The results noted above 
were secured from what was considered 
a good ration fed alike to all pens. 
Practically the same ration was fed 
throughout the year. The conclusions, 
therefore, must not be accepted if a dif- 
ferent ration is used. 

iiehteenth—The results seem to indi- 
eate an average capacity for a Leg- 
Sern pullets of 200 eggs per year, with 
intelligent care and feeding. 

Nineteenth—No advantage was 
covered in crossing the Brahma 
Leghorn. 

Twentieth—In a single test of the 
Prairie State and Jubilee incubators, 
the former hatched 64 per cent. of fer- 
tile eggs, the latter 8? per cent.

THE ALTRUISTIC FEELING 


DR. D. STARR JORDAN LECTURES 
ON THE TOPIC AT MUSIC HALL, 


Mutual Help Shown to Be in Accord. 


ance With Natural Law—Progress 


Must Proceed Simaltaneously 
Along Individual and Collective 
Lines. 


A goodly-sized audience gathered in 
Music Hall last evening to listen to an 
address by Dr. Davis Starr Jordan ol 
Stanford University, upon “Altruism 
-as a Factor in Evolution,” delivered 
under the auspices of the Southern 
California Academy of Sciences. . 

W. A. Spalding, president of the 
_organization, presented Dr. Jordan to 
‘the audience without preface or pre- 
amble, and for an hour and a half the 
speaker spoke in most interesting vein 
upon certain phases of a subject that 
in recent years has gained a hold on 
the public mind. 

Preliminary to the main part of his 
subject, Dr. Jordan wished the audi- 
ence to understand that an educated 
man was one who could see more than 
one thing at a time. Some men are 
logical, but not wise, because they 
fail to see more than one phase of a 
‘subject, and there are those who re- 
gard evolution merely as a survival 
of the fittest, failing to perceive that 
mutual help is and has always been 
an equally potent factor. Then, again, 
it is sometimes said that thjs is an 
age of reason, and an appeal must be 
made only to reason. He denied that 
reason formed any court of appea), 
it being only a process for arriving at 
certain conclusions. If the data upon 
which the reason is brought to bear 
.is wrong, then reason does not arrive 
at any true conclusion, and only are 
true results gained when reason is con- 
joined’ with personal 
Science deals with data, and reason 
is its multipleation table, by which 
certain ends are attained. 

Many people, Dr. Jordan thought, 
-imagine that for every nature 
has provided a remedy, and for every 
social .ill there may be found. some 
specific remedy, and on some _ such 
theory poverty and vice may be alto- 
gether banished from the world. In 
pronouncing against such idle dreams 
the speaker said he had read recently 
in a book that every one ought to ear 
six oranges eVery day, and he thought 
the idea a good one. He said he be- 
gan to eat six oranges each day, but 
found he was just 700,000 oranges be- 
hind. If people throughout’ the 
United States could be impressed with 
_@ similar idea it would, doubtless, be 
good thing for Southern Califor- 
nia, but, personally, if he tried to 
catch up on that arrear of 700,000 or- 
anges, he might be logical, but other 
important factors would be ignored. 

The greater number of chimeras had 
answer through the inability of men 
to see things other than from one 
standpoint. They might. be theoreti- 
cally correct, but would not work out 
in practice. In theory it is forgotten 
that what-is gained in one place is 
lost somewhere else. Every gift of the 
gods has a, string to it. “I once quoted 
Lowell,”’ said Dr. Jordan, ‘‘to the effect 
that ‘only heaven is given away,’ and 
a preacher got up and told me it was 
not; that man had to work out his 
own salvation and prove his title to a 
place there. That being so, I don’t 
know of anything that’s given away 
except free lunch, and that’s bad and 
is only given to induce one to take 
something worse.” 

In early times evolution was viewed 
as a simple thing, and merely a way 

plant and animal life spread them- 
selves out. Since then, however, it has 
been discovered that a great number 
of forces are included in the process of 
evolution, and even yet all the forces 
are not known. Of these heredity is 
the conservative force that keeps a 
man like his parents; that preserves 
the family type, and under which every 
one does things programmed for him 
before he was born. Individuality is 
the divine initiative that prevents a 
man from being exactly similar to any 
one else. He has a mosaic of qualities 
generated in. part from a continuation 
of inherited traits. Irritibility of the 
individual, foo, is affected by every in- 
fluence surrounding the personality. It 
is moved by every force coming in con- 
tact with it, and then there is reaction. 
All living things are affected by their 
environment and make concessions to 
it, and. this reaction tends to develop 
the individual egoism. Isolation is an- 
other force by which, if a group is sep- 
arated from another group, certain re- 
sults are attained. If a people, for in- 
stance,’ should be cut off from contact 
with their fellows they would in time 
‘develop ‘characteristics distinguishing 
them alone. 

‘All of these forces in action were 
testified to by Dr. Jordan, giving illus- 
trations in biology which aptly con- 
veyed the idea desired. 

These being some of the forces in 
evolution, all can, and those 
who cannot have not mastered the art 
of living. Sometimes the conditions of 
life are hard, sometimes easy, but the 
struggle always exists between man 
and man. Out of the jumble of forces 
is produced he who is best fitted to 
live. But this universality of struggle 
had only, been realized at a recent 
period, and yet it was so common that 
it failed to be recognized just as the 
farmer fails to recognize that the at- 
mospheric pressure is fifteen pounds to 
the square inch. 

Historians, too, Dr. Jordan adverted 
to as sometimes only recognizing some 
points'such as heredity, or good blood 
as accounting for certain developments. 
As a matter of fact, one cannot be sure 
of getting a good servant though he 
be of Puritan lineage, and some persons 
are all wrong while their blood is all 
right. Ingersoll once remarked that if 
a person went down and lived in the 
West Indies, in three generations he 
would be riding on a barebacked mule, 
going to see a cock fight on Sunday. 
And there is, said the speaker, some 
truth in that, the peculiarities of cli- 
mate effecting change in the human or- 
ganism. But the focusing of the gaze 
on any one trait of character is mis- 
leading, and the ignoring of mutual 
aid as one of the factors in evolution 
has been almost altogether overlooked. 

“The race is not to the swift, or the 
battle to the strong,” said Dr. Jordan, 
“but standing together means effective- 
ness. Those nations that have had 
coherence—that have taken care of one 
another—they have been the nations 
that have survived. No nation ever 
suffered through an excess of brotherly 
love. The law of mutual aid is part 
of the law of evolution and altruism is 
a factor in main development. And 
altruism means a man’s best relation 
to others, that is, in such relation that 
they may have more abundant life— 
that they have the greatest amount of 
effectiveness. There is no way of do- 
ing good at th expense of others. Al- 
truism is not a tender, feeble emotion 
that needs coddling. It is robust and as 
necessary as anything else. Among 
the lower animals and even the ani- 
malculae in water, this mutual help 
may be detected. Among the latter 
may be detected where they surren4er 
to one another part of themselves, and 
in this simple process of help in this 
lower form. is made the beginning of 
sex division. If women ceased to fol]- 
low out their altruistic feeling—alj 
given unselfishly and without desire or 
hope of reward—the race would die out. 
And so evolution comes in and re- 
moves those not altruistically inclined. 
But if nature strikes down the weak 
and the feeble, it is not for us to step 
in and be as pitiless. Nature ever 
strives for cosmic order by leveling 
down. | 

Proceeding to comment upon competi- 
tion and combination, Dr. Jordan re- 
marked that they are equally ancient 
and never cease, although they may be 


experience. 


modified so as to press more lightly 
upon the weak. There are gains in 
altruria and also losses. There is gain 
in enjoyment and in effectiveness: If 
man goes out alone and studies na- 
ture, he makes little progress until he 
finds out what questions have been 
asked of nature and answered. All sci- 
ence and art have come in that way. The 
essence of religion, too, comes in altru- 
ism, but not the religion that is ex- 
hausted on oneself, that is merely re- 
ligious intoxication. 


Dr. Jérdan proceeded to show how 


reforms along altruistic lines could not 
be wrought by statute. A govern- 
ment cannot engage in such work for 
altruism implies self-sacrifice, and for 
a government to do that would mean 
that it would be unjust—it would act a 
beneficent part to some at the expense 
of the others. Bvery tyranny had its 
origin in an attempt to better the por- 
tion of the weak and poor. The indis- 
criminate giving in the past—fire in- 
surance Huxley called it—worked out 
badly. The truer charity is that which 
gives life; that will enable a. man to 
take care of himself. The larger part of 
that given in the United States 1s with 
the end that righteousness be brought 
around just about election time. 

After examining into the scheme in- 
augurated at New Harmony, Ind., by 
the German, Rapp, the speaker, said 
that the present social system is the 
most perfect ever known. Into it have 
gone the lives of the men all know 
and revere. It is the sum total of the 
ages. It is much easier to see a flaw 
in a race horse than a plug; in a high 
civilization than in a barbarism. The 
higher the development, the more flaws 
may be found; but people fail to real- 
ize that the mere fact that flaws can 
be found, and that society permits 
them to be declaimed against are evi- 
dences of a high civilization. 

As to the possibility of making an 
altruria work, Dr. Jordan answered in 
the affirmative, but only under a theoc- 
racy. But that meant making money, 
but losing in individual effectiveness. 
On a large scale, as collectivism, the 
probability of success cannot be rea- 
soned out, and can only be determined 
by experiment. Probably if it made 
money, also, it might also contain some 
element of decay. “‘I believe, said Dr. 
Jordan, “that individualism has ‘its 
place, and collectivism its place, and 
these can only be decided by experi- 
ment; The danger is not today from 
the tyranny of the rich, but from the 
weakness of the weak, and the only 
thing is to help them. The worst here- 
sy abroad among working people is that 
it is no use to be sober, frugal and in- 
dustrious so long as they are under the 
heel of capital. Such doctrine tends to 
make the weak werker, and the weak- 
ness of the weak strengthens the > for 
ranny.”

He and his attorneys 
have given up the fight for his freedom 
here, and his only chance of securing 
his liberty soon is to secure an ac- 
quittal in the New York courts. The 
officer says his chances of doing this 
are very remote, but the doctor ex- 
presses great confidence in his ability 
to beat the case. 

The last effort here to prevent his be- 
ing taken back a prisoner was made 
yesterday morning. As soon as De- 
tective Price returned from Sacramento 
with the Governor’s warrant for his 
man, he presented it to Chief of Police 
Glass and the latter formally surren- 
dered Forest into Price’s custody. The 
prisoner was, of course, held in the 
City Jail, but he was there as the 
prisoner of the New York officer. Early 
yesterday morning Dr. Forest’s attor- 
neys applied to Judge York, in De- 
partment Three of the Superior Court, 
for a writ of habeas corpus. The mat- 
ter was set for hearing at once 
and the prisoner was taken to that 
court. There Detective Price showed 
Forest’s attorneys his papers, and after 
they had examined them carefully they 
concluded that there was no hope of 
securing the writ and the proceedings 
were dismissed, Forest being again re- 
manded to-the custody of Detective 
Price. He was taken back to the City 
Jail, and as he expressed a desire to 
attend to some imporiant business, 
matters before going Kast, Price agreed 
to remain here until this evening. 

Forest’s treatment by the officer while 
en orute to New York will depend 
entirely upon his own actions. Asked 
how he would take his man across the 
continent, Price said: “I'll just take 
him, that’s all. If he acts as he should 
I will try not to cause him any hu- 
miliation, but IL am going to take him. 
If he does not conduct himself as I 
wish, I'll just let him wear a pair of 
‘link cuff buttons’ on the train.” 


HITCHING ORDINANCE. 


Merchants and Manufacturers Think 
it Very Fair to Hackmen, 

The following communication was 
yesterday submitted to the City Coun- 
cil by the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association: 

“To the Honorable City Council of 
Los Angeles—Gentiemen: I am _ in- 
structed by the board of directors of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation to communicate to your hon- 
orable body. that the matter of regu- 
lating the standing of hacks and ex- 
press wagons, or all vehicles for hire, 
upon the public streets was referred to 
the Committee on Municipal Affairs. 

“At the request of that committee 
the secretary was instructed to place 
himself in communication with the 
principal cities in the Fast and obtain 
the ordinances regulaiting that matter 
that are now in effect in these cities. 
The ordinances so received have heen 
carefully perused, mnd it was found 
that in all large eastern cities the city 
authorities had designated piuthiic 
hack stand where hacks and other ve- 
hicles for ihire shouk} stand, and no 
such vehicles were allowed to stand 
while seeking employment on any 
other public street. 

“The difficulty experienced in Los An- 
geles is that no convenient place near 
the business center is available for 
such a hacl: stand, and under the cir- 
cumstances the board of directors con- 
sider that the ordinance regulating the 
standing of vehicles for hire upon the 
public streets of this city as now upon 
the statute books and passed by your 
honorable body is just and fafr to the 
people interested, and the public, and 
that no unnecessary or unusual hard- 
ship is placed upon the hackmen or ex- 
pressmen. 

‘For these reasons the board of direc- 
tors have instructed me to urge your 
honorable body to retain the, present 
ordinance and to instruct the police de. 
partment to enforce the same.

A Model Alfalfa Farm.

Dishonest Domestic Escapes Prose- 
cution for Burglary. 
Although Mollie Jackson is in jail, 
and will stay there for thirty dys 
unless she pays a fine of $30, she con- 
siders that she is enjoying a streak of 
exceptionally good luck. Mollie's sta- 
tion in life fs that of a domestic. In- 
cidentally she is of color, and testi- 
mony adduced in Justice Owens’s 
court showed that her honesty is off 
color. She needed some bed linen, and 
it never occurred to her that it vas 
cheaper to buy what she wanted than 
to purloin it, so she took four sheets 
and three pillowcases, the property of 
her employer. She was arrested fcr 
burglary, and the goods were found 
in her possession. Her good luck con- 
sists of the amendment of the charge 
to that of petty larceny, and her com- 
mitment to the City Jail instead of to 

Folsom. 


FLORES REPUDIATED. 


HIS PAPER DOES NOT REPRESENT 
SP ANISH-AMERICANS. 


Mexican Consul Andrade Disclaims« 
All Responsibility for the Of- 
fensive Publication—An Evening 
Sheet Misrepresents the Matter 
Deliberately. 


Frank Dominguez, on behalf of the 
Spanish-American citizens, writes to 
The Times a repudiation of Las Dos 
Republicas, 
Flores, which misrepresented the senti- 
ments of his people on the question of 
Cuban independence. Mr. Dominguez 
says: 

“The people of the race to which I 
have the honor to belong repudiate in 
toto the assertions made by this ir- 
responsible editor. We are Americans 
as much as any man that breathes; we 
are native-born; we have adopted no 
flag; Wwe are proud. of our 
birth-place, and recognize no 
flag but the glorious Stars and Stripes 
that represent this government and free 
people. We recognize no country but 
our own and we are willing and ready 
to lay down our lives in the defense of 
our country and our homes, and are 
prepared to enlist ourselves in the ser- 
vice of our government immediately 
upon the call for volunteers.” 

Gen. Andrade, Mexican Consul in 
Los’ Angeles, has been a. resident in 
California for twenty-five years, yet 
the Record of this city insinuates that 


the utterances of the Spanish paper 
that questions the loyalty of native 
citizens of Spanish blood. The evening 
hand-bill says: 

“The writer is stated to’ be an at- 
taché in the office of Gen. G. Andrade, 
Mexican Vice-Consu]. Should this prove 
true, the attention of the State De- 
partent at Washington is to be called 
to the matter.’”’ 

Gen. Andrade said last night, when 
his attention was called to the para- 
graph: ‘It is not true. The editor of 
Las Dos Republicas is an acquaintance, 
has his office in the building where the 
Consulate is, and sometimes does trans- 
lation work for me, but he is not an 
attaché of the Consulate and is in no 
sense employed by or responsible to 
the Mexican government. I have no 
control over his actions and utterances. 
This I made clear to the reporter of 
the Record who called upon me, and 
that paper knows perfectly well that 
its statement is untrue.” 


SALISBURY ATTACKED. 


Dilke Thinks His Two Offices 
Much for Him, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, March 30.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Sir Charles Dilke gave notice 
in the House of Commons today of a 
motion to the effect that the conduct 
of foreign ‘affairs during the past 
twelve months has shown that it is not 
to the interest of the country to have 
the Premiership and the Foreign Sec- 
retaryship combined in one person, and 
asks the government to fix a date to 
debate the motion. 

Mr. Balfour, the government leader in 
the House, First Lord of the Treasury, 
Secretary of all States for Foreign Af- 
fairs, replied that the government 
could not do so, as the discussion would 
resolve itself into a direct attack upon 
the conduct of foreign affairs, and he 
explained that if this was desired it 
would be more convenient in the form 
of a vote of censure. However, con- 
tinued Mr. Balfour, there would be a 
discussion of the foreign vote, but only 
informal and inconclusive, owing to the 
absence of papers on the far-eastern 
question. When the latter were sub- 
mitted, he expected a fuller discussion. 

Sir Charles Dilke retorted that he 
desired a discussion of the whole for- 
eign policy, and not merely the ques- 
tion of China. To this Mr. Balfour 
answered that if the government re- 
ceived a representative request for such 
a discussion, he would arrange a date 
for it. The House then adjourned.

WIAD NO ALTERN ATIVE. 


Fire Commissioners Almost Obliged 
to Grant an Oil-well Permit. 
Following the«action of the Board of 
Health in removing the 350-foot limit 
which had been placed around the 
Sisters’ Hospital in which the opera- 
tion of: oil wells had heen prohibited, 
the Board of Fire Commissioners yes- 
terday granted a permit for the erec- 
tion of an-oil weil within that tract. 


Oil Company and had been under con- 
sideration for some weeks. Chief Moore 
reported that the company had secured 
the consent of the owners of the major- 
ity of frontage in the block, but as the 
site of the well was within the limit 
established by the Board of Health, he 
made no recommendation in the matter. 
Up to this time the commissioners had 
not been Officially advised of the ac- 
tion of the Board of Health in. remov- 
ing this limit. The clerk then read 
the recommendation of the board res- 
cinding the former action, 

This left the Fire Commissioners with 
no excuse to oger for refusing to grant 
the permission prayed for in the peti- 
tion, although they were personally 
opposed to taking any action which 
could in. any manner work a hardship 
to the’ patients in the hospital. Com- 
missioner Sabichi made a short speech 
on the matter, in which he declared 
that if any reason for establishing 
such a limit had ever existed, it still 
existed, and if the hospital inmates 
were ever annoyed by the noise of 
drilling and the odor of crude oil, they 
would be annoyed now. He severely 
criticised the action of the Board of 
Health and declared that he would 
never vote to grant such a permit in 
that-district. 

The ather members of the commis- 
sion antertained similar views, and all 
spoke With some feeling on the action 
of the. Health Board, which had, they 
said, tied their hands against refusing 
such permits. There was nothing to 
do, however, but to grant the permits, 
and this was done, Mr. Sabichi alone 
voting against it, 

Peter Vailo was granted permission 
to erect a blacksmith shop at San 
Pedro and Boyd streets, the application 
having been favorably reported upon 
by Chief Moore. 

Bailey & Schmitz Bros. were 
granted permission to use distillate as 
fuel- at their plant, No. 1053 North 
Alameda street, and to erect the proper 
storage tanks. 

Chief Moore presented the following 
draft of an amendment to the building 
ordinance, which is ‘intended to place 
the matter of the construction of fire 
escapes in the hands of the Fire Com- 
missioners. It was referred tothe City 
Council, with the, recommendation 
that it be adopted: , 

“Section 6014—All buildings, except- 
ing such as are used for private resi- 
dences exclusively, of three or more 
stories in height, shall be providea 
with one or more metallic ladders or 
fire escapes, With balconies and rail- 
ings to extend in front of and to com- 
with one window each 
story, extending from first story two 
upper stories of such buildings above 
the roofs and on the outer walls. They 
shall be of such location and numbers, 
and of such material and construction 
as the Fire Commissioners may deter- 
mine. After.such determination, the 
Chief of fire @partment shall, by 
notice in writing to the owner, lessee 
or occupant; c@#use such metallie lad- 
der or fire escape to be placed on build- 
ings within thirty days of the serving 
of such notice. Provided, however, 
that all buildings more than two 
stories in height used for manufactur- 
ing purposes shall have one: metallic 
ladder or fire escape for every twenty- 
tive persons or less employed above 
the. second story. 

“See. 6054—Before issuing any nermit 
for the erection of the above-described 
buildings, the Superintendent’ ot 
Buildings shall be furnished with a 
certificate from the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners approving the plans for fire 
escapes embraced in the general plans 
of the building, and stating that 
sections 60 and 60% of this ordinance 
will be complied with to the satisfac- 
tion said board, and it shall not 
be lawful to proceed with the erection 
of such buildings without said certifi- 
cates. 

“Sec. 61—Any person who shall vio- 
late the provisions of this ordinante 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereo 
shall be fined not to exceed $200, cr 
shall be imprisoned not to exeeed 
ninety Gays, or shall suffer both saia 
fine and imprisonment, in the discre- 
tion of the court.” 

The other sections provide for the re. 
peal of all ordinances in conflict with 
this one, and for the certification i-y 
the City Clerk of the ordinance. 

The board took no action in regard 
to. the request of the Fiesta Commit- 
tee to permit the fire department to 
participate in the parade May 6. The 
matter will be acted upon at the next 
meeting.

HOLLOWAY’S HOLIDAY.

Holloway 
was unable to find a vacant seat, and 
sat on the floor on the platform with 
his feet resting on the foot-board. 
Near Rosedale Cemetery the plaintiff 
alleges that the car gave a iurch,. by 
which he was thrown off. He § fej) 
agacnst an enbankment and rollea 
back under the car, so that the trucks 


passed over, both his feet. One art 
these had to be amputated... The 
plaintiff charges responsibility to the 


company for not furnishing adequate 
accommedation for the seating of pas- 
sengers, and alleges that the accident 


was due to defective construction of 
the track, which caused the car tu 
make a lurch, 


In their answer to the complaint the 
defendants’ deny that their track was 
defectively constructed, and aver that 
Holloway was asleep when he fell off 
the car.

EVIDENCE ALL IN, 


Six Weeks to Prepare Briefs in the 
City Water Suit. 


The action begun by the city against 
the Los Angeles City Water’ Company 
and the Crystal Springs Company has 
come to trial, the testimony is now all 
in, and only the oral argument and 
Submission of briefs remains to finally 
close the trial of the issues raised, 

Bristling with technicalities with 
Which the engineers only could prop- 
erly deal, and replete with contradic- 
tions not only of inference but of fuct, 
the case nevertheless, by reasun of the 
interests at. issue in which the tax- 
p ayers have direct concern, has pro- 

vked public attention. 

In certain respects the case has been 
simplicity itself. Certain infiltration 
pipes laid by the Crystal Springs Con- 
pany, on the Crystal Springs tract 
were alleged by the city to be drawing 
water either from the Los Angeles 
River itself, or from subterranean 
sources, accessory to the river, and in 
either case the city claimed title. The 
defendant companies, however, denied 
emphatically that either the one claim 
or the other set up by the city was 
true. To the contrary, it was con- 
tended that the Crystal Springs Com- 
pany developed the water from a sub- 
tlerranean source’ altogether’ inde- 
pendent of the river. On this issue the 
case Went to trial beforé Judge York. 
Probably the most. complete . set of 
plans, maps and models ever prepared 
by the city were brought into court as 
exhibits explanatory of the contentions 
raised, and these represented the labor 
of a corps of engineers who’ had been 
engaged in their preparation for sey- 
eral months under the direction of City 
Attorney Dunn and City Engineer 
Dockweiler. 

The defense did not seek to enter any 
similar plans or maps for they had 


.no plan of their own to exploit. They 


did take from certain of the plain- 
tiff's maps tracings upon which they 
entered up their own measurements as 
taken by their own engineering staff. 
The measurements in both cases dis- 
agreed in essentials most radically. And 
that was the defense set up—a denial 
of plaintiff's allegations, and a nulli- 
fication of all testimony put forward 
by the city by counter testimony tend- 
ing to show that even the pnysical 
facts testified to by the city’s experts 
were untrue. 

The testimony is now all in, and 
counsel on either side will in o-al ar- 
gument, and in briefs to be filed with 
the court, make such arrangement and 
criticism of the testimony as will tend 
to show that each side is right. The 
city’s contention is detailed and spe- 
cific; that of the defense somewhat 
hazy. The latter claims to develop 
the water, controlled by the water 
companies, from a mysterious under- 
flow that comes and goes in a rather 
erratic manner. - The total amount of 
water received from the watershed has 
been accounted for, and, to the non- 
technical observer, it would not seem 
to require the adoption of the ‘‘myster- 
ious” hypotheses to account for its dis- 
tribution through the saturated mass 
underground to the various points of 
outlet on the surface. But when en- 
gineer experts—men of professional 
standing in the State—arrive at di- 
ametically opposite conclusions regard- 
ing the manner of taking a water meas- 
urement, as well as the capabilities of 
the meter itself to register accurate re- 
sults, the layman is confused as to 
the very basis of the scientific knowl- 
edge upon which the testimony of the 
past three weeks was predicated. 


Yesterday morning, City Attorney 
Dunn having announced his case as 


closed, Engineer Purcell was put upon 


the stand in sur-rebuttal. He testified 
as to experiments having been made 
with the meter to see if, as alleged by 
the plaintiff, by moving it up and 
down in the water by the German 
method, any velocity would be ob- 
tained. It was first tried on a tank 
of still water and the meter was moved 
up and down at double the rate used. 
in taking the actual measurements 
along the river, or at the rate of seven 
feet per minute. There was no velocity 
registered. The witness then stated] 
that when the measurements were 
taken for the defense, a gang of men 
kept the river clear of sand for about 
ten feet above the measuring box, and 
with such precaution there could not 
possibly be any such error as would 
range from 10 to 20 per cent. With re- 
gard to the stand. pipes in which the 
water stood at varying heights, witaess 
said they were withdrawn on the 28th 
inst., and laid on the ground side by 
side, when it was found that they had 
been sunk into the ground just about 
the same distance. 

Unchallenged, this latter bit of testi- 
mony would indicate that the two 
pipes had heen sunk under precisely 
similar conditions, and that in one:(the 
one farthest from the river,) the water 
rose to a much higher point than in 
the other. Thus would be corroborated 
the mysterious and independent flow 
theory. 

On cross-examination, however, Mr. 
Purcell said he didn't know whether a 
sand pump had been used inside the 
pipes, nor did he measupe inside ofthem 
when they were withdra@n from the 
ground. 

-Friel—also. testified as to. 
the experiments made with the meter. 
When moved up and down at the 
rate of from feur to nine feet per 
minute no velocity was shown by the 
Price meter used. At 9.6 feet per min- 


ute, at the change of the meter from 
up. to down, there was shown the 
quarter of a revolution. That was in 
still water, In running water there 
Was no movement up to 4.5 
feet per minute, but from thence 
on there was a slight inerease oct 
velocity. 

Engineer Lippincott, one of the ene 
gineers for plaintiff, was called to 
testify to the percentage of error in 
taking velocities. Engineer Mulholland 


corroborated previous witnesses in 
their testimony as to the meter meas- 
urements ,and the stand pipes, and 


then Engineer Hawgood gave much 
the same evidence, but more in de- 
tail. Tie said six experiments had been 


made in still water, and ten in mov- 
ing Water. Until the movement of the 
meter exceeded a speed of nine feet 
per minute the cups of the meter re- 
mained still; at 9.6 feet there was a 
quarter of a revolution in a distance 
of four feet. In running water. the 
rate of increased velocity was at the 
rate of about 7 per cent., at thirteen 
feet. In testifying to his examina- 
tion of the stand pipes,.witness stated 
that he found that the inside pipe, in 
which the water stood the highest, 
was leaking: he packed it with clay 
and then the water speedily filled the 
pipe and ran over. 


That closed the case for the de- 
fense. May 31 was set as the day for 
oral argument to begim, and that ana 
the three fol lowing days will be given 
up by Jude York to listening to 
counsel. At least a week previous, 
to this, however, briefs will be filed in 


order that the court may inform him- 
self of the line of argument to be fol- 
lowed,

Prior to Jefferson’s efforts to educate 
the farmers of the country it was the 
popular belief that iron plows poisoned 
the ground and the crops. 

Daniel. Webster deservas the grati- 
tude of the American peopie, said Dr. 
Winship, because he invented the first 
great plow ever used in this country, 


_and he must have felt a thrill of pride 


when he grasped the plow that‘he had 
designed, greater than any exultation 
that he experienced after his famous 
oratorical victories in the United States 
Senate. 

Dr. Winship said that the college-go- 
ing habit is one of the nation’s great- 
est blessings. Jonathan Edwards, al- 
though living in actual poverty all his 
life, sent his sons to college and they 
and their descendants contributed 
richly to the nation’s progress. Among 
Jonathan Edwards’s descendants were

CALIFORNIA LEMONS. The Fruit- 
man's Guide of New York acknowledges 
receipt of an anonymous communica- 
tion from this section on the subject 
of statements made by the Guide re- 
garding California lemons. The com- 
munication is as follows: 

“IU'nder the heading, ‘Fruit Talk,’ in 
the Fruitman’s Guide of March 4, you 
draw the conclusion that it is profitable 
for the California lemon-grower to sell 
delivered at Chicago or New York, his 
fancy lemons at $2.25. You reply if it 
is not profitable then why does he sell 
them? Quien sabe! The importers, who 
have been longer at the business, can 
no doubt tell you why lemons are sold 
below cost. You have lots of sympathy 
for the ‘poor’ importer, but it seems 
to be a delight to You to see the Cali- 
fornian downed. Anything that the im- 
porter says is gospel truth. What the 
Californian says is d——d rot. (7) The 
California lemon-grower is _ losing 
money heavily, nevertheless, and the 
paramount question is: Are they or 
the fellows on the other side going to 
survive? We shall see: | 

“Has it not occyrred to you that your 
prognostications as to California's sup- 
ply have been wonderfully inaccurate, 
and that it is about time for you to 
leave California alone. Noone that 
knows anything about the lemon busi- 
mess here has had much doubt about 
what quantity *she would have avail- 
able for shipment at the present time 
or any other time. On the 4th of 
March, California had a full 500 cars 
in sight, with more to follow. Don't 
get alarmed that our supply is ex- 
hausted. Some of the fruit will no 
doubt prove to be of poor keeping qual- 
ity, but some of it will be good, and as 
jong as western dealers can get it, do 
not be afraid you will get many orders 
from this side of the river. ° 

“Lemons have been moving quite 
freely during the past ten days. 

“SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA.’ 

The Fruitman’s Guide say its col- 
umns are open to both Californians 
and importers for the discussion of the 
question as to the price at which Call- 
fornia lemons may be laid down in 
New York at a profit. : 


FORTUNES IN HAY. Hay in San 
Francisco has reached the highest 
price that it has touched in Califor- 
nia since March, 1883. Last week $23 
was offered and refused for choice 
wheat hay. The year 1883, as-is the 
case with the present one, was very 
dry up to the last days of the month. 
Then came heavy rains, followed by 
good crops, and hay, which had sola 
in March at $24.50 a ton, brought only 
®$13 in the succeeding July. The San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 

“There is talk of the price of hay 
advancing to $35 or $40 a ton, but this 
opinion is scouted by those in the 
trade, who say, that the time is past 
when the crop can be cornered, as 
present transportation facilities are tou 
great. There is no question that the 
shortage is considerable. On Decem- 
ber 1, 1897, the hay stock of the State

thousands of tons below 
that of the same date in 1996. Since 
then the lack of rain. and the lens 
eold epell caused much hay to be fea 
te stock, so that the supply war re- 


wae 


a crep in the southern and = central 
parte of the State. ‘ 
‘On the other hand, it is not be- 
lieved that the hest wheat hay. will 
ndvance beyond §25 or $50, because, if 
there should not be enough rain in the 
northern counties to make «rain 
erop, the cron will be cut for hay. 
There is a fair amount of timothy in 
Oregon, which can put dewn and 
sold in San Franciaco at $20 a ton. 
An experimental cargo was sent here 
from that State, and eold for $13.50. 
“Bevernl groups of dealers began 
laving in a stock of hay last summer. 
and as the rain held off in the autumn, 
they added largely to their supply at 
an averagre mri e of 81° DO a ton. They 


he 


new bold 3000, 4900 and 5000 tons each. 
and at the difference between the 
buving and the present selling price 
have realiged $237,000, $50,000 and $62,000, 
acomding to the amount aecured, 
“The weekly hav consumption of 
fan Franctaeco is 3000 tons, but for 


monthe the arrivals have ranged from 
1400 to 2200 tons a week, as the far- 
mers held on to their forage for their 
horses and cattle. The price of choice 
wheat hay on December 1 was from $14 
to £14.50 a ton. There was scarcely 
any advance until the end of Febru- 
ary, when $19 was reached. Since then 
it has been rapid. Nevada and the 
Upper San Joaquin Valley ceased ship- 
ments, as they were short of hay for 
home use. The north winds coming 
after the rain deficiency have done the 
rest. 

Feed barley is also growing scarce, 
and the country orders for purchases 
have sent prices away up this week. 
At the* beginning of December quota- 
tions were from 82%, to 9% cents. Since 
then and until Saturday there was a 
steady climb, when $1.08 for May 
and 98% cents for December options 
were the prices on the Produce Ex- 
change Call board. On Monday May 
jumped to $1.16%,. and vyesterday it 
reached $1.20'% and closed at $1.18%, 
while December, which reached $1.07% 
on Monday, closed at $1.12 yesterday 
afternoon.

RANDSBURG, 


PROJECT TO DEVELOP POWER 
FROM KERN RIVER. 


Los Angeles Company Proposes to 
Supply the Rand With Electric 
Power and Lights—Names of the 
Incorporators. 


RANDSBURG, March 29.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The important enterprise spoken 
of im the last letter to The Times from this 
place has materialized in the incorporation 
of the Kern-Rand Company, organized for 
the purpose of introducing electric power 
into this town and camp. 

J. W. Eddy of Los Angeles, representing 
& number of prominent business men and 
capitalists of that city, has been here for 
the past two weeks at work in the interest 
of the proposed power plant, and has met 
with a gratifying success. A day or two 
ago he sent off the papers, which were al- 
ready prepared when he came, to Bakers- 
field, amd had them recorded, giving his 
company a legal existence. The names of 
the incorporators are: R. J. Waters, Gen. 
A. A. McDonald, W. F. Bosbyshell, W W. 


Los Angeles business men The capital stock 
of the company is $750,000, divided into 
shares of $100 each. 

They have secured one of the finest and 
best water powers in the State, on the 
south fork of Kern River, distant from 
Randsburg about thirty-six miles, and lo- 
cated where the south fork of Kera River 
debouches into what is known as the Kern 
River Valley. There is a plentiful supply 
of water, with sufficient fall the entire year. 
The result of a number of careful measure- 
ments shows a flow of 4000 miners’ inches. 
This will give 2000 horse power, with a 300- 
foot head obtanied by going up the river 
two and a half miles. If more is required, 
~ Bg be obtained by going higher up the 

This project will give the Rand cheap 
power for all purposes, and furnish electric 
lighting for the twin towns of Randsburg 
and Johannesburg, as well as all adjacent 
mines. 

The purpose of the company had been in 
the start to bring in water as well as 
power to the camp, but after Mr. Eddy 
looked the ground over he discovered that 
there were already two organized water 
companies preparing to bring in water, so 
that part of the scheme will be held in 
abeyance for the present. The result will 
be that cheap water rates for milling pur- 
poses must obtain, otherwise the cheap 
power would not benefit the camp to the 
extent contemplated, and it would not be in 
demand. 

Assurances have been made that water 
will be furnished, with a cheaper method of 
pumping, as low as $1 per 1000 gallons for 
milling purposes, or one-tenth of a cent 
per gallon. This means an entire revolution 
in the price of milling ores in this district, 
and should result in the resumption of work 
on many low-grade mines now lying idle 
and the bringing into value of many other 
properties aow considered worthless. 

E.ectric power is known to be cheap, and 
were there as much of stability and pér- 
manence to figure on here as in a city like 
Los Angeles, the power here could be sup- 
pled cheaper than there. There is, how- 
ever, alwavs an element of doubt in a 
mining camp, which must be taken iato 
account. 

Mr. Eddy has looked the groumd over and 
Seems to be conservative, rather than too 
Sanguine. It was the intention of the com- 
pany to go ahead if as much as 300 horse 
power could be secured, saying nothing of 
the lighting proposition. The people have 
been shown that a great saving cam be 
made in the operating of every mine now 
using power and have very generally sub- 
scribed, conditionally, of course, but as a 
basis for the company to figure on. About 
four hundred horse power has been already 
pledged. 

Among the leading firms agreeing to use 
the power are: The Yellow Aster Mining 
Company, the Johannesburg Mill and Water 
Company, the Johannesburg Reduction 
Works, the Squaw Springs Water Company, 
the Eureka Milling Company of Randsburg, 
the Ashford Mining Company, the Wedge 
Mining Company, the Wood Dry Concentrator 
Company. 

_ Mr. Eddy leaves for Los Angeles tomorrow 
night, and on his report the company will 
organize, elect directors and officers and a 
corps of engimeers will at once be put in 
the field and the work inaugurated. In ad- 
dition to the south fork of Kern River, all the 
the water sources of the country tributary

“SAN DIEGO, March %.—[(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Capt. James Edward Friend, a 
well-known newpaper men, was found dead 
in bed this morning.

He is the 
man who tried to swindle the Indian, 
Mathias Splitlog, of immense !anded in- 
terests in Kansas City. His career be- 
gan in Pennsylvania years ago, where 
he served a term in the .Allgheney 
penitentiary for forgery. 

“He has no standing in Neosho, New- 
ton county, Mo., near where he lixes, six 
miles from town.

Rush, St. Joseph, Mo.,. the prosecuting 
attorney of Newton county, und any 
other county in which he may have 
lived, also to the warden of said peni- 
tentiary.

corporated, is about to commence the 
erection of a smelter in this city. M. 
W. Clay of Missouri is president of the 
company, which is capitalized at $500,- 
000. The intention is to proceed on 
plans involving the expenditure of from 
$200,000 to $250,000.”" 

Mayor Snyder has turned the letter 
over to the police.
